Market Inn Closing

One of the Districts most notable seafood restaurants, 
the Market Inn Restaurant, located at 200 E Street, South¬ 
west, is closing December 31, 2008 after their fifty year 
lease has expired. Market Inn was established in 1959 and 
has maintained the traditional legacy of the original owner 
John Mandis, which was inherited by his devoted family 
Carl and Liz and managed by their long time friend Mike 
Kipp. Located at the end of the barren railroad and SW 
Freeway overpass, the restaurant stood throughout the 
ph ases of renewal and the demolition of the old Southwest 
warehouse markets, and remained viable throughout the 
reconstruction period, which erected federal office buildings 
and a hotel.

Silver linings can come in all shapes 
and sizes. 

For the Nationals — in a season that 
saw their club get decimated by injuries 
en route to losing 102 games — their 
silver lining came in a 6-foot-5, 200-plus- 
pound frame that threw with pinpoint 
control from the left side. His name is 
John Lannan. And he wasn’t just a bright 
spot for Washington in 2008 — he can be 
the franchise’s ace for years to come. 

On Thursday, something Nationals 
fans already knew — that Lannan is 
one of the top young pitchers in base¬ 
ball — was further solidified when the 
24-year-old left-hander was named to the 
50th annual Topps Major League Rookie 
All-Star Team.

Tommy Wells Speedy Trial Bill Approved 


The DC Council has given unanimous 
approval, on first reading, to legislation 
to ensure that youth held in community 
shelter homes move to trial more quickly. 
According to the Council of Court Excel¬ 
lence (CCE), this law, which has been 


in effect on a temporary basis until now, 
has resulted in a significant reduction in 
the backlog of youth awaiting placement 
in shelter homes, and has dramatically

9 th St. Bridge Closure 


(From Commissioner Andy Litsky and DDOT) 

ANC-6D received a briefing from DC 
Department of Transportation regarding 
the closure of the Ninth Street Bridge 
leading to Maine Avenue in Southwest 
from the Ninth Street Tunnel. The bridge 
was closed by DDOT for repairs as of 
Monday, November 17th and will take a 
full year to repair. 

Drivers using the tunnel will continue 
to be able to access the SW/SE Express¬ 
way toward Maryland and the U.S. Capi¬ 


tol complex (if they turn left upon exiting 
the tunnel) and will be able to travel to 
Virginia by exiting toward the right after 
emerging from the tunnel. Southwest 
drivers should not use the Ninth Street 
Tunnel unless they plan on going to 
Virginia or Maryland. 

The concrete bridge deck on the 9 th Street 
Bridge will be replaced, including a new 
walkway and staircase to Frontage Road 
at EEnfant Plaza.

The Southwest Neighborhood Assem¬ 
bly Meeting (SWNA) Nov. 24 brought 
out a huge number of residents to listen 
to community updates from a variety of 
presenters. 

Sw Zoning Study 

The DC Office of Plannings Melissa 
Bird reported that the Southwest Zoning 
Study (a comprehensive and coordinated 
look at development potential and zoning 
in the residential area of Southwest) should 
kick off with a public meeting by the end 
of January or early February. The office has 
a website which provides updates on the 
project. The Office of Planning hopes to 
have four public meetings for community 
input before the study is finalized. Ms Bird 
mentioned that the Potomac Waterfront 
will be the subject of a separate study. 


Waterfront Station 

Gordon Fraley from Vornado/Charles 
E. Smith, the developer of Waterfront Sta¬ 
tion, wants us to know that the Waterside 
Mall no longer exists; the new development 
has been branded Waterfront Station. New 
signage will appear in the next few days. 
Mr. Fraley confirmed that last week the 
District has acquired the section of Town 
Center Park from the National Park Service 
needed for the extension of 4th Street to I 
Street. Target dates for the project include 
early March 2010 as the move in date for 
the DC Dept, of Consumer & Regulatory 
Affairs, and May 2010 for the opening of 
the new urban concept Safeway. 4th Street 
must be opened by March 1, 2010, but 
an early opening is anticipated, complete 
with a community celebration. Develop¬ 
ers, Clark Construction, and the Munici¬ 
pal Police are cooperating to better light 
the construction site and provide better 
security in the wake of increased crime in 
the area 


Police Report Progress in SW

We have done quite a bit to com¬ 
bat crime in that area, especially the 
juveniles. We have created a Juvenile 
Response Unit. This unit is responsible 
for tracking and identifying all the 
juveniles in the area. They track who 
they are, where they live, where they 
go to school, who they hang out with, 
what they look like, what crimes, if 
any, they have committed in the past 
and where they hang out. Since this 
unit has been created they have stopped 
over 100 juveniles. Several of the juve¬ 
niles listed in the file have been arrested 
for violent crimes. 

Further, we have created several per¬ 
manent foot beats in the area, to include 
a new one that covers 300 to 500 blks 
of M Street, SW and includes the 6th 
Street corridor. We also still have our 
foot beat in the 4th street corridor. 

We also currently have the First 
District Mountain Bike Squad patrol¬ 
ling in that area, just as it was during 
games days. 

We have our School Resource Offi¬ 


cers conducting interventions in our 
local schools. They discuss what the 
repercussions could be if they commit 
any crimes. They are also there to help 
any juvenile who is requesting guid¬ 
ance. 

We have also worked with Clark con¬ 
struction to assist with additional light¬ 
ing in their construction sites. They 
were able to provide light towers in the 
6th Street area. 

We have a special Crime Patrol Unit 
who actively patrols in concentrat¬ 
ed areas in PSA 104. They usually do 
not answer calls for service so they are 
more available to give special attention 
to those areas. 

I know many people do not believe 
this, but we have a significant decrease 
in crime in that area. Our robberies are 
way down, we have had only 2 Assaults 
in the past 30 days in the entire PSA. 
In the last 3 weeks we only had 1 rob¬ 
bery. So I am quite confident that our 
strategies are working very well. Thank 
you.
